He said in part: 

"Every thoughtful citizen and more 
particularly those char(;ecl with the 
responsibility of the administration of 
ities and towns are not only disturbed 
las to the present situation with ref- 
erence to increasinft costs to provide 
'for the unemployed, but are fearful 
wf the coming Winter. 

"The present industrial depr'Esion 
cliftors materially from any similar 
cata.^'trophe that has been visited upon 
our iountry in that it is now entering 
the fourth year, with unemployment 
increasing, with the demands for aid 
Iriim the victim.s of our social and 
economic systems increa.^iing and with 
no immediate pro.spccls i>f relief. 

"With employment gone, with ready 
funds gone, with le.serves gone 
through bank failures and with no 
construction program of sufficient 
magnitude either to pr(>\ide relief or to 
re.^lore i-oufidenco and faith in the fu- 
tiiiR ihere i.-? hut one avenue remain- 
ing and tliat avenue i^ the Public Wel- 
lare Department or the .«o-calleri Over- 
feer.« of Poor Deparlmenli in each 
communit.^', the result t>eing a ,V> per- 
[cent increa.se in demands during l')2S, 
'a l.V) per.enl imrcHse in 19:!0, iXKl per- 
<ent in 19:11, and with every indication 
of a .^Xl perceni increa.se in 19.!2 over 
the amount found necessary in an>- 
year prior to 19M.

"Knieiing the fourth year of the de- 
pression there is every 'likelihood that 
the home owners of .\mrriiH. will iie 
j unable to pay their lax obligationF. II 
'is likewise probable that due to this 
f.ict and the continued unemployment 
the cities and towns u! America w-lll be 
unable to procure either through taxa- 
tion or bond issues the funds neces- 
sary for the conduct of municipal ac- 
tivities. 

"Extiaoidinaiy measures have been 
taken by the cities and towns of the 
Nation in economies, not only through 
wage reductions, but through the 
abandonmeni of deparlmfntal a<livi- 
lifs ioii^ re-nunlzed an essential to 
health, protection and education of the 
citizenship. 

"From Kir eslahlisliment of our 
(tovernment it hf!s been considered 
economicall.v sound Jo boiro*v money 
for public projects over a period of 
years, in order that posterity might 
share its proportionate part" of the 
fost of these improvements ^ from 
which they in their day might be privi- 
leged to benefit. 



"It has likewise been rteemen sound 
economics in periods of depression to 
construct major put)lic projects for the 
relief of unemployment and in all 
probability were it not for the folly 
and the unwise investments of cur in- 
leinational bankers the policy found 
eminently sound in the past would 
still be the a.-cepfed policy of Voe Na- 
tion. Tn simpler language, work and 
wages are the only panacea foi- unem- 
ployment. 



Refusal to Loan 

"Within the past .six months a new 
.■•chool of thought upon econom:cs ha.s 
been de\ eloped in America bv the 
banking interests, aided and abetted 
in large measure through subsidised 
■irticles published in the various chan- 
nels of information. This po';cy has 
re.sulted in a refusal upon tiie part 
of sound hanking interests to recom- 
mend loans to cities and towns witli 
^vhi<-h to meet ttie unprecedented o^Ii- 
Katinns resulting over a long continuea 
period of industrial depression. 

"Man.v cities and towns have not 
nnl\' been required to pay an exorbi- 
fanl interest rate, but countless others 
have been unable to borrow- money at 
< any price. If the same minute sciu- 
tin.v had been followed by the bankin;; 
interests when requests foi- loans y-'rf 
received froni tnirign governments, Ih^ 
present situation would not exist. 

"Panics and industrial depression* 
are in no sen.se innoxations either ir 
our country or in any other country 
hut the duration of the present nnt 
has been such as to make necessarx 
the adoption of a gi-eat and courageous 
program, provided prosperity is to bi 
restored. 

■.rusticf; Brandeis of the United State; I 
|. Supreme roiirl recently directed thi 
ij attention of the American peonlp tc 
I the fact that the TTniled States was en- 
caged in an indusrial warfare now e,i- 
tering the fourth year and up to th« 
present time we have failed to develrp 
a constructive program through the 
adoption of which it might be possible 
to restore prosperity. 

Patience and ratrlotlsm 

"One marvel* at the patience and 
patriotism of the povrrt.v-itricken 
workers in America. But there is a 
limit even tn patience, and find grant 
that relief may be provided before that 
limit has been reached, 

"The lime for th« adoption «f a 
na ior construction nrogiam is now. 



and we. the Mayors of American citiei. 
who have been living with this depres- 
sion and its misery and woe now en- 
tering the fourth year, should give 
hearty indorsement to such a pro- 
gram without delay. 

"Fending the adoption of a major 
construction program by Congress It 
is imperatively essential that funds 
.should be provided in sufficient amount 
to safeguard the people of America. 

"The gi anting of th.s monetary re- 
lief either through the Federal Reserve 
System or the Reconstruction i'lnance 
Corporation for a short tei'm period 
would not. serve the purpose in the 
present instance. Under the Federal 
Reserve act municipal securities may 
be purchased wheie the maturity is 
not In excess of six months. 



'Xo Safer T.oan 

"Under the Reconstruction Finance 
Corporation Act provision is made for 
loans ti. aid in financing agriculture, 
rommene or industry, but no provision 
s made for the extension of similar na- 
tional iredlt to the municipalities that 
in the present industrial crisis are re- 
quired to hear the major burden. 

"The theory that loans should be 
based upon assets is overlooked in the 
case of municipalitips and revenue 
alone is accepted as the basis of 
municipal < rodit. I contend that there 
is no safer loan than one made upon 
the municipalitie.s of America, since 
thev represent not only the combined 
faith and credit of each individual in 
the municipality, but in additior 
every structure, every foot of lane 
and every other form of wealth in th! 
municipality. 

"The amount requisite to provide the 
required relief and the terms ars mat- 
ters that might well be left to the 
judgment of this conference. Unless 
action is taken at an early date the 
welfare of the people is not only in 
jeopardy but the continued existence 
of the Nation may be problematical."

Proceeding with his protests, the coun- 
cilor reminds the peoiile that all that 
was asked of the ma.vor Wiis the cus- 
tomary $3li0 for each of the five wards to 
provide ice cream .-iiid candy for the chil- 
dren, music l)y local church hoys' bands 
and life and drum corps, cash prizes tor 
the winners of ball games between teams 
from tlie churches, and prrizes and cui>t 
!or races for boys and girls under fifteen 
years of age, and doll carriage parades.

000 for the Ftist Boston traffic tunnel 
and the spending of more than $500,000 
for courthouses, and expenditures for 
rose gardens, bamiuets to visitors, bill- 
hoard .■idvertlsing of the city, el('. 

"Do you call this economy?" the coun 
cllor asks. 

Dorchester is reminded by the circular 
that the mayor did not eliminate th^ 
Evacuation Day celehralion in South 
Boston, which cost over $10110, and has 
stated that he will not eliminate tht 
Charlestown celi-bration on June 17. 
Asking why the m.ayor eliminated Dor: 
chesier's aiipicipflation, Mr. Kelly pre-l 
sents two le.asons: first, that he is vin- 
dictive over the defeat in Dorchester of hlH 
presidential slate, and, secondly, that he 
wishes to have the Impressimi of economy 
emphasized. 

The .second part of Mr. Kelly's state- 
ment is concerned with the Political un- 
friendliness between himself and the 
the mayor, echoes of the November cam- 
p.iign for the City Council in Dorches- 
ter and the rumor that his life is threat- 
ened. 



ULTIMATUM BY MAYOR 
TO D EPARTMENT HEADS 

Two-Hour Conference at City Hall on Economies 
And Funds For Welfare Work 
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Declaring that the hungry of Boston 
must be prnvidfd Tor not onlv now 
tiut during the coming Winter, Mayor 
Curley today, in the two-hour rnnfer- 
pnce with department heads, told the 
offieials that they must devise some 
pieans of .saving, or there will be new 
riepartment heads. He aj.sn ,<;aid that 
it will be necessary to abolish certain 
artivitie.'s in departments and even 
ihe departments themselves be abol- 
ished. 

Much will depend on the action of 
the Liegislatiire on t\innel and other 
measures and until he had definite 
refusal from the legislators, the most 
Jrastic measures will not become ef- 
fective. The Public Welfare Depart- 
ment was told in so many words that 
If. must devise some means of rasing 
the pressure even to the extent of 
rutting the allowances somewhat in 
order that there be some monev for 
the coming Winter. 

Chairman Hecht of the Welfare De- 
partment said that if the department 
had to depend clone upon the h\idget 
for 19.32 the Board of Welfare would 
iiave to close its doors now. It devel- 
oped that Boston's ,$2,000,000 out of 
the Unemployment nelief Fund will 
not amount to n:orc than .Hl, 250, 000, 
and that private agencies will not re- 
ceive the promised Jl. 000.000. 

The claim that there must be a cut 
.in the welfare worit and that it must 
stait in the Summer was made by au- 
ditor Rupert Carven, and that every 
department iiead sliouitl immediately 
tear info his budget and make sav- 
ings. He pointed nut thai more than 
,$11,000,000 in taxes were not paid last 
year.

Curley Bares 
Conditions in 
Cities of West 

"I don't hcllove any more 
sprltms situation ever faced thig 
country in Its history than that 
which is overcoming; the people 
of some jiarts of the West," 
Mayor Curley said last night on 
his return from the ctmference 
of mayors at Detroit, who sought 
means of securing federal aid 
for cities in mp«'tin(; relief needs. 
"The word on everyone's 
tonRTUe is 'revolution,' " he said, 
"and by 'everyone' I do not mean 
red radicals, hut business men 
aiid sober, serious-minded citi- 
zens who are appalled by the 
condition of their fellow men." 

He described the army canton- 
ment .system used in many centers 
to feed the hungry and needy with 
food being Kiven out from rolling 
kitchens. The maximum of relief 
money paid in most cities is $8 
weekly per family, "and in some 
cases it'.s as low as $5," he said. 
Rev. Fr. Charles Coughlin, fame<3 
radio priest, in addressing the 
mayors, favored organization of 
mayors to protect their citizens, 
"as did Pericles in the early days 
of Athens." 
priest, in addressing the mayors. 

In illustrating the seriousness of : 
the economic situation in Michi- i 
gan, the mayor said, Fr. Coughlin | 
declared that of 25,000 farms in his ' 
section of the state, 17.000 had been ' 
taken over by banks because of 
the inability of farmers to pay off 
mortgages, or even keep up inter- 
est payments. 

The mayor was astonished to 
learn the len,'<ths to which Western 
miinicipalities had gone in cut'ing 
expense of government. In De- 
troit, he was told, municipal em- 
ployes have been reduced 50 per 
cent in pay- In other cities, 25 per 
cent reduction is not unusual.

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Issue of State Salary Reductions Puts Ely

Within a few days the clamor Tor nom- 
in?.tion papers will be heard throughout 
the State House n-; pro' -ective candi- 
dates lor public office in ae September 
primary election begin ma :inK their an- 
nouncements.

Tlic Governor wa.s to have gone to 
New York Thui'sday for a con'eicnce 
with Alfred E. Smith on convention 
plans; but the confusion created by his 
demand for the imposition of new ta.xes 
forced him to cancel the visit.

Tliore is nolhing fanci- 
ful, impractical or even difficult 'of accomplish- 
ment m the eight specific recommendations 
Whatever little legal diHiculties may be en- 
countered can be overcome quiciily if there is a 
'real will at City Hall to do things, and a frank 
willingness to face the facts. 

The sound theory of the report is tliat we 
are living in a make-believe world. The pros- 
pects and probabilities on which the budget 
of 1932 was based have not been realized 
Revenue will be even less than anticipated 
, Property tax collections will be disproportion- 
, atcly small. The research bureau would there- 
fore rebudget (lie citys affairs for Uie rest of 
the year on the outlook as revealed by tlie un- 
mistakable tendencies of today. 

Tho signers of the report are courageous 
enough to look forward to the ominous condi- 
tions of 1933. If we proceed for the remainder 
of the year at our present pace, the readjust- 
ment wliich will then be necessary will be lar 
more drastic than if we set our house In order 
now. The cify is carrying on a numlx'r of 
projects which are admirable but whicii we 
simply cannot afford. The "non-essential ac- 
tivities" which are outlined in the .seventh of th" 
bureau's recommendations might Ije doubled or 
tripled. Hie tentative program attributed to 
Mayor Curlcy designed to lop .$4,000,000 off city 
expenditures Indicates the extent to whicli a 
policy of economy may be carried without im- 
pairing the administration of affairs.

The mayors' program calls for an 
additional expenditure of .$.500,000,- 
000 for the refunding of maturing 
obligations of cities and towns, 
with a further proviso for direct 
aid to cities and towns amounting 
to $300,000,000. 

Following the conference. Mayor 
Curley said that if William Ran- 
dolph Hearst's five billion dollar 
relief program was adopted by Con- 
gress it would almost immediately 
end the present economic situation. 
"You can't cure the present sit- 
uation with half a loan," he said. 
"Why appropriate relief funds in 
driblets, when sure results could 
be obtained by an Initial appro- 
priation of five billion dollars?"

They'll See the Light ! | 

The controversy between Mayor 
Curley and the Boston municipal re- 
search bureau; the suit of Clerk Fran- 
cis A Campbell of the superior court 
against the city; the various flank 
attacks on the civil service laws; the 
complaints of mayors against relief 
boards-these are merely phases of 
official and unofficial efioris to re- 
duce municipal expenses. They are 
inevitable incidents in the process of 
reduction. They are cheering not 
discouraging, episodes, as they tell of 
the almost general realization that 
appropriations must be trimmed and 
government deflated. 

Nor should the stupid attitude of 
onr co,sv Beacon Hill legislators be 
taken too .seriously. It is simply evi- 
dence that we have many obtuse sen- 
ators and representatives who are liv- 
ing in the moribund yesterdays of 
selfishness ana reckless expenditure^ 
These gentlemen have not followed, 
the true .spokesmen of public opinion i 
among their colleagues. Stale and city ; 
legislators will in time .see the tnith 
which has now been observed by fed- 
eral representati\-es and senators. 
When our State House solons come up 
fo,. re-election, thiy arc likely to be 
greatly cmbarra.s.scd by the questions 
of earnest, hard-up taxpayers and by 
the .spotlight of publicity. 

Beacon Hill has not yet made a real 
beginning of economy. There has 
been no downright determination to 
face the facts. Most of the men there 
are playing for time. A Governor like 
Mvan T. Fuller could have saved 
many millions in the last six months. 
The public would have been almost 
solidly behind him or Gov. Ely in a 
policv of radical retrenclimcnt. If 
Gov. Ely had wished to begin a pain- 
less but very effective program of ,sav- , 
ing, he might very well have man- i 
aged to initiate a movement for bien- 
nial .sessions, a .small Legislature, a 
decrease in educational costs, etc. If 
stale and municipal legislators and 
executives acted like business men, 
taxes would be coming down instead 
of going up. and the necessary tunc-, 
lions of government would not be im- 
paired in the least. 

Students of politics believe that 
legislative opinion should lag behind 
that of the public. The present lag 
is rather e ;a.siierating, to put it mild- 
ly, but can't ronllrue much longer. 
By the time our 1- Ai.slators come to- 
gether again in :si..;al or regular ses- 
sion, all of them will have heard from 
the ' folks hack home. The prudent 
mood of the voters ^till have been 
conununicated to the praspective vote 
solicitors. The legislator who stiib- 
vjornly shuts his eyes and ears to the 
facts is likely to be shut out of oHice

SEES DISASTER IF 
APPEAL UNHEEDED 



I Fin Com Report Shows Re- 
organization at City Hos- 
pital Effected Big Saving 



The Boston municipal research 
bureau, a group of pio.i:., nt business 
men and lawyers headed by Bentley 
L. Warren and includinjr' Francis C. 
Gray Franlc L. Shattuclc. William C. 
Codman and many others, yesterday 
issued its second statement, declaring 
that in the past 14 years the payroll 
of city departments has jumped from 
$10,000,000 to $21,300,000, a 113 per 
cent, increase. 

"It is futile to attempt any real pro- 
gram of economy in the city govern- 
ment while ignoring tiie imperative 
need of reducing the cast of the mu- 
nicipal payroll," the statement said. 

In a previous statement, issued » 
weel{ ago, the bureau declared the city 
is headed for certain financial disaster 
unless eight suggestions for radical 
economies are adopted immediately. 
SAVING REPORTED 
Coincident with its second statement 
yesterday came a report from the 
finance commbxiion at the request of 
the bureau iminting out that as a re- 
sult of the reorganization of the supply 
department, meat consumption at the 
City Ho.spltal dropped 14.803 pounds 
and potato consumption dropped 95,- 
387 pounds In January, February and 
March, over the same period in 1931, 
although 58,812 more meals wero 
served. 

"The finance commission believes 
that, putting the situation in its best 
light, the employes charged with the 
responsibility of checking the weights 
in 1931 were grossly caieie. and in- 
accurate," the report states. 

The Bost<m m\micipal research bu- 
reau's study of the city's payroll fol- 
lows in part: 

At the present time the 21.000 
employes of city ant" county depart,- 
mnnt* receive more than $38,000,- 
000 K -veiir. That sum is equlva- 



litht taover «aoO for *v*iy I'limllr 
In Boston. It represents slmoat 
one-half the annual cost of mu- 
nicipal government. It has in- 
creased substantially since the de- 
pre-?sion began, although the ability 
of the public to meet the cost has 
been reduced severely. 

ECONOMIES PLANNED 

■When the city budget was pub- 
lished last February, a four-fold 
policy for economy in the city pay 
roll was announced. Unnecessary 
positions were to be eliminated; 
vacancies would not be filled; sal- 
ary increases would not be granted; 
recipients of public welfare aid 
would be used in.stcad of hiring 
many tempor.iry employes; and no 
overtime payments would be al- 
lowed. 

This policy had all appearances 
of genuine economy. But the facts 
prove no substantial savings from 
the operation of this economy were 
expected or planned '/ city of- 
cials. The total 1932 payroll ap- 
propriations in city departments 
will exceed the amount actually 
expended last year. 

Wc urge that the pohcies as to 
the municipal payroll already an- 
nounced by the city administration 
be put into actual effect to the 
maximum passible extent. 

Furthermore, the city govern- 

mcm mu.si lace squarely ana lear- 
ics-sly the question of reductions in 
■salaries and wages. Public em- 
ployes have enjoyed a certainty of 
employment which is enviablo cen 
in normal times. -With the (ic-cline 
n the cost of living the purcha.s- 
ing power of their i'-.comes has 
increased steadily, so that at the 
present time they are receiving the 
equivalent of a 20 per cent in- 
crease in pay. On the oilier hand 
most of fnose who must bear the 
cost of the municipal payroll have 
suffered .severe reductions in pav 
o.re on part ti le or have no jobs 
at all. 

PI'RCHASING POWER 

A reduction amounting to no 
more than the decrease in living 
costs would leave Intact the pur- 
chasing power whicli public em- 
ployes had in the days of pros- 
perity. If anything less than this 
is done, public employes will be 
permitted to profit from the dis- 
trc^.s of others. 

There i.s no danger that such ac- 
tion l)y tlir city Rovcrnm^nt would 
establish a precedent a" ' eneniirage 
priv.ntc employers to foiiow. Pilvalp 
cmploymnnt ha.s not waited for any 
such precedent. The force of eco- 
nomic necessity has already com- 
pelled action. 

Nor should there be any fear that

Specifically, we recommend that 
an average reduction of 15 per cent. 
In municipal salaries and wages be 
put into effect, commencing July 
1, 1932, for the balance of the year, 
and that unless conditions improve 
Imnieasinably, the reduction con- i 
tlnue for the entire year in 1933. 

Even allowing for exceptional 
cases where reductions are imprac- 
ticable, the aggregate .savings would 
be at least $2,000,000 for the re- 
maining six months of 1932, and 
$4,000,000 for the entire year In 
1933. 

The finance commission's report on 
the supply department, drawn up at the 
request of the Boston municipal re- 
search bureau, emphasizes three points. 
First, that the promlsi; of savings 
njade by the finance c'>minLsj,ion in the 
1931 investigation by the federal grad- 
ing of meats, fruits and vegetables has 
lx>cn more than substantiated by the 
savings to date. 

Second, that it is now apparent that 
the loss by short weight previous to 
the finance commission's investigation 
added substantiallv to the loss caused 1 
by excessive pricLi. 

Third, that already the superintend- 
ent of supplies has obtained consider- 
able advantages in prices by adding in 
in32 IS classes of merchandise to the 
few that previously were purchased 
after publicly advertLsiiig for bids. 

The savings accomplished since the 
investigation have been at the rate of 
$210 000 a year, the report states. One 
of the m»st remarkable of the finance 
comml.s.sion's discoveries was of the tre- 
mendou.s savings that could be eflected 
in checking the weights of food pu™ 
cha.sofi for city institutions, notably the 
City Haspital, where carelessness had 
resulted in tremendous losses 

The report concludes with a state- 
ment which, according to the members 
of the commission, refers to Thomas J 
Ball hired by Mayor Curley at $200 
weekly as an expert to draw up a new 
sy.stem for the supply department. The 
concluding slalement reads: 

The commi.s.sion lielicves much 
more should have been accom- 
plLshed up to this date in the re- 
making <;f the purchasing system 
Because not more has been accom- 
plished, it is impo.ssiblc at this time 
to make a comprehensive report

Would Have City Employes Contribute to Aid in 
Deficit of $2,000,000 For Public Welfare 



Mayor Curley called a meeting: f>r 
department heads this afternoon for 
the purpose of discussing^ the problem 
ai-ising out of a deficit of ?2. 000,000 
for public welfare this year. 

The Mayor submitted a plnn for 
voluntary contributions from their sal- 
aries. He expressed his opposition to 
salery decreas/5s as he has ever since 
the present economic situation devel- 
oped. He said that it was absolutely 
necessary to obtain the money but that 
once .salaries were reduced ii would be 
difliouit toh ave them lestored again 
to the same level. 

He said that with Auditor Carve n 
and Budget Commissioner Fox he liad 
arrived at a plan whereby all city a*.id 
county employes would make volun- 
tary monthly d-^ductions; that these 
deductions would continue until relief 
is furnished by the L#ogislature or un- 
til the disappearance of the depreasicii 
made them no longer necessary. 

The Mayor said that it might be a 
hardship upon city employes, but that 
as matters stood, the money must be 
raised and he preferred to have it 
raised by the voluntary plan. Under 
it. a nerson receivinir S1600 r vrar 



would contribute one day's pay per 
month, or about ;!',; percent. Em- 
ployes receiving from $1600 to ?1E00 
would contribute two day's pay per 
month. 

Employes ^^hose salaries did not ex- 
ceed $.3500 would contribute three days 
pHy per month, or about 6 2-3 percent. 
Employes receiving more than $3oO0 
would bear Uie brunt of the volunt-iry 
s;.lary cuts h^' depriving themselves of 
about 10 pel cent of their annual ejaU 
areis. It was suggested at the 'neetmg 
that the Mayor prepare cards and send 
them to all city employes to canvas* 
them concerning such a voluntary re- 
duction. 

There was some question *ibcut thfl 
schedule of voluntary cuts an:! it was 
suggested that employe^ a Dov-3 $4000 
be asked to contribute 20 percent of 
their salaries. 

Registrar W. T. A Fitzgerald, 
speaking for his department, favored 
having employes who are giving una 
d y's pay a mon' contribute twn 
c 's' pay instead. Either plan woiild 
1 .^.^e about $1,350,000. Sheriff Kelli- 
her's office agreed that employes there 
would accept any plan which other d?- 
pHrt"'ents favored.

Another deniand for the cutting of the 
munlcipa'. p.".yrol| on an average of fifteen 
per cent,, in order to save $1', 000, 000 for 
the rest of tho >-ear, is mado by the 
Boston Municipal Kesea.rch Bureau, 
headed by Hentley Ij. Warren, promi- 
nent attorney, tile statement sn>-ing that 
"It Is futile to attempt any real progr.im 
of e<'onom.y In the city government wlille 
ig-norlng the imperative nceil of reducing 
the cost of the municipal payi'Oll." 
Continuing the report says: 

"At the present time tho 21,000 em- 
ployees of city and county depart- 
ments receive more than $3R.0OO.00O 
a year. That sum is equfvalent to 
over I^L'OO for very famllv in Boston. 
It represents almost one-lialf the 
annu.al cost of iTHinicip,aI govern- 
ment. It li.as increased suKitantiaily 
since the depression began, .tluiough 
the ability of the public to meet the 
cost has been reduced severely. 

"When tho city budget was pub- 
llaheil last Fehruary, a. fotir-fold 
policy for ecommiy in the city iia>- 
roll was announced. I'nneceaaar.v 
positions were to bo eliminated; va 
cancies would not be filled; stilar.v in- 
creases would not l>e gr.anted; recip- 
ients of public wclftire aiil would lie 
used instead of hiring many lem- 
por!ir5' employes; and no overllme 
payments would lie allowed. 

"This policy had all appearances 
of genuine econoniv. Hut (lie facts 
prove no substantial savings from the 
operatitm of this economy were c\- 
pected or pl.tnned hv city officials 
Tlie fotal llKi2 payroll apiiropria- 
tlims In city detiartmeiits will exceed 
the amount actually expended last 
year. 

"Wc urge that thp pollcic^s n." in 
the municipal payroll a'rejidy an- 
nounced by tlie city admlnisti-atiun 
be put into actual effect to the maxi- 
mum possihlp extent. 

"l''urthermor<', the city ffovern ■ 
ment must face stiuarely and ftvar- 
lessly the iiuestion of reductions in 
salarie.s and wages. Public om- 
IMoyees have en.jnyed a. certainty of 
employment wliich is enviable even 
In normal times. With tlio decline 
in the cost of Jiving the purchasing 
power of their Ini-omes has increase*! 
steadily, so thai at the present time 
tliey are i-eceiving the eiiuivalent of 
a t\vent.\' per cent Increase in pay. 
On the iitlier hand, most of those 
who nitisl bear the cost of municipal 
payroll have suffercil severe rciliic- 
lions in iiay, are mi part time or have 
no ,1obH at all.

'ommisslon's discoveries was of the tre- 
mendous savings that could be effected 
in checking the weights of food pur- 
chased for city instlttitlonr.. notably the 
City Hospital, where carelessness had 
resulted In tremendous losses. 
The concluding statement reads: 
"The commission ■l>ellcves much more 
sliould br.ve lieen aecompiisiied up to tliis 
date in the remaking of tlie purchasing 
system. Because not more lias been ac- 
comiilisbed, it is impossible at tiiis time 
to make a comprehensive report,"

Street Lights 
Economy Plan 
Strikes Snag 

One of Mayor Curley's two pro 
posed plans for the reduction ol 
city expen.^es struck a snag last 
night when It was learned that it 
would not be possible to extinguish 
traffic lights in the downtown dis 
trlct between 11 p. m. and 7 a. m. 
The n\ayoi's second plan, that o( 
having municipal tax bills and 
water bills distributed by hand, in- 
stead of through the mails, would 
effect a saving of $8000 a year, it 
was estimated. 

Total cost of postage for the 
city collector's office last year was 
$20,000 and City Collector McMor- 
row believes that item can be re- 
duced to $12,000 by hand distribu- 
tion. 

The mayor intended that a sav- 
ing of $1200 should be made by 
shutting off the traffic lights. It 
was learned last night, however, 
that the lights are not adjusted to 
permit a yellow "flasher" system 
anil that the cost to adjust them 
would wipe out the saving. 

The city also has a low rate con- 
tr.ict with the Edison Co. under a 
guarantee to consume so much 
current. The turning off the lig-hts 
would break this contract.

The Cily ("onneil conpunierl three 
hoiuK in cnnsklerinK tlie prnjcet at yes- 
terday's session. Although opposition 
was evident in the body, the only I'on- 
rillors votinc aRaUisl it fnially were 
Clement A. Norton of Hyde Park and 
I>aureni-a Curtis of the Back Kay. Even 
those two omioncnls of tVie Mayor, 
Dowrl of Roxbury and Keliey of r>or- 
Chester, voted to arccpt the mea.sure. 

Tho coiineil'.s action was not taken 
without its .share of acrimony, however, 
and both in the executive commitlee 
when Colonel Sullivan answered numer- 
ou.s questions, and on the floor of the 
cotineil chamber, there was promise of 
nphlinr talk. Just before the final 
action Councillor Xorton sought a set- 
liuK aside of the lulos to offer a reso- 
lution caiiinK upon the Finance Com- 
mission to inve-stiRnte one of Colonel 
.Sullivan's statement.^ before the execu- 
tive commitleo. The matter Avas voted 
down, hut not before Xorlon had chal- 
lenged llie truth of Kullivau's \ilterance.

' Sullivan Explains Project 1 

In executive commitlee .^uliivan, re- 
plying to (juestions from Keliey, said 
that of the fS,500,f«iO between 6<1 and 6.5 
per cent would be spent for wages. The 
work should lie completed within three 
years of the start, and should employ 
2500 men at its peak. These men would 
ibe put to work directly by the transit 
department, and not by contractors. 

Other matters considered by the coun- 
cil yesterday iurluded passage of an 
lorder of Councillor JTcGratli for every 
City Councillor to give two days' pay 
a month to the Public Welfare Depart- 
ment until further notice during the de- 
pression. Tills means about $11.22 « 
month per councillor.

Mayor Curley'.s suggestion that all 
municipal employes contribute vclun- 
tarily to relief work ha.s received a fa- 
Kirablc response from the, school work- 
ers at a conference called by the school 
committee yesterday. The mayor's plan 
anticipates donatiojius totalling $500.- 
000 from the $12,000,000 p.nnual pay 
roll of the school department. 

William Ai-thur R'Uly, chairman ot 
the .sclrool committee, promised ellm- 
in.atlon of the recent 3 per cent, wage 
ctit, which will reduce the savings of 
the dc])nrtment from $760,000 to $500,- 
000. Undo/ tlic mayor's plan, those re- 
ceiving $1600 or less will give a day's 
pay a month, tlio.se receiving between 
S1600 and $3000 two and those receiv- 
ing more than .'?30nn, three. 

Contribution blanks have been issued 
and a warning has been given that 
the names ot all who refuse to sign 
will be .sent to the school committee for 
action, the understanding being that 
the alternative is a. general wage cut 
in the school depp .-tment. »■

unfortunate, the needy, and the unemployed, who are the victims ox' 
the failure of tho»e in legislative authority to safeguard their welfare. 
The liberal system which lias been in operation in Boston since 
1822 is today rcrjojjnlzcd ap i,he best system in operation in any city 
in the United States and one which the cities of the country are 
generally adopting. 

It is my purpose at the earliest possible date to request the Mayors' 
Club to urge his Exceilcnoy the Governor to call a special sessior 
of the Legislature for th» purpose of providing relief for the needy 
in every city and town in Massachusetts but pending favorable action 
by the Legislature, which to the present time has given little consider- 
ation to the unfortunate plight of the people of the Commonwealth, thf 
path of duty is dear and I am quite certain that the action as taken by 
the department heads of the city within the past week will receive 
the approval and united support of all persons in the employ of the 
City of Boston, the School Department, and the County of Suffolk. 

Persons in private employ have not only been required in some 
cases to aceept part time employment but in nearly every case have 
suffered reductions in \\-\%tv., while persons in the employ of the 
municipality, the school department, and the county, with the cxcejv 
tion of the contribution for a five-month period of one day's pay eaeh 
month, hav'e suffered no lo.^g in income, nnt wiihKtanding an appreciahl* 
reduction in the cost of living. 

I REDUCING PAY UNSOUND POLICY I 

In my opinion it 1.5 most nvrfortujsate 'iS»«»* ifls'>*» ito authority 
national, state and municipal, as well as p. ivate Employers, have seer 
fit to adopt as a. measure of economy or necessity wage reductions. 
It i.s in conflict with ."ound economic principles in that it encourages 
hoarding upon the part of tho:!e who have neither suffered the loss 
of their employment or a reduction in pay but who, anticipating it. 
live in fear of the sword of Damocles, in the belief that their turn 
will come next. 

Likewise it restricts the purchasing power of those who are employed 
and who find it wise to purchase only the bare necessities and who 
set aside, in anticipation that their turn for reduction or discharge 
may co.me next, the money they would otherwise freely spend and 
through .spending make possible a restoration of business activity. 

Apparently the United States haf? enlcred a most vicious circle, 
the escape from which will he extremely difficult and the injury 
resulting from which must ot necessity he great. H'3wever, as I 
have previously stated, the path of duty is clearly defined and there 
is consolation in the l:nowledge that when prosperity 13 again re- 
stored to our nation the voluntary contributions can be terminated 
and all employes of the municipality, the School Department, and 
County, can continue in their employment at their accustomed wages 
without being required to await favorable action thereon by whatever

VETO KILLS THIS RELIEF PLAN 



It was a contributory pension retirement system under th< 
provisions of which city employes joining tlie system agreed tc 
the deduction of four per cent of their wa^es each week and 
the city contributed a lilce amount. The accumulation of the 
pension fund in January of 1932 was in excess of $10,000,000 
and after a conference with the leading actuary of (lie United 
States, Mr. Georpe B. Buck, who organized tlio pension sysfm 
aot only for Boston but, for the Federal povrrnment, the United 
States Steel Trust, and numerous other major corporations, it 
was deemed wise (o extend the period of accumulation from 
SO years to 40 years and to utilize ,^,500,000 of the fund in 1032 
and $500,000 in lO:',!! to assist in providing for the needy who 
were being aided by the Public Welfare Department. 

This measure received the approval of the Legislative Com- 
Snittee ronsidoring the project and the Legislature in both 
branches, but unfortunately was vetoed by his Excellency the 
Governor. 

Under the circnmatpnees there is no alternative other than 
de one upon which the municipality has now embarked, namely, 
the request for voluntary rontributions from persons in the 
employ of the city to the amount of one day's pay each month 
from those receiving less than $1600 per annum, two days' pay 
each month from those receiving between $1600 to $3000 per 
annum., and three day.s' pay each month from those receiving in 
excess of .S.^OOO por annum. 

The total, however, received from these voluntary cont.ri- 
fcutlons is but. $1,200,000, and at the present rate of expenditure, 
the Public Welfare neparlment alone will require $2,000,000, 
provided the city is to fulfill its oft-reiterated declaration that 
no needy person shall bo without fnod, fuel, or shelter in Boston 
during the year 1932. 



HOW $2,000,000 WILL BE RAISED 



In addition to the voluntary contj-ibutions of public employe.' 
It has been fcund necossaty to reduce the allotments of th( 
Public Wnlfare Department, 10 per cent, which will represent 
a total saving for the year of 8600,000, which, plus the ,1sl,200,00( 
anticipated from voluntary contributions, plus certain other 
Economies, will result in the saving of the $2,000,000 required 
for the Public Welfare Dep-irtmont. 

I have been opposed from the outset to the proposition for 
the reduction in salaries since, in my opinion, when salaries arc 
i^nce reduced it may req\iire the lapse of a long period of time 
Before they are again increased to the amount paid prior to re- 
duction, and, in addition, salaries paid to city employes arc not 
excessive. 1 appreciate that even the voluntary .system will 
Impose an extreme hardship in many cases in view of the fact 
th^t many persons now in the employ of the city are required 
to not only maintain their ov/n hou.'ieholds but make moat, gen- 
erous contributions to relatives and neighbors, since in any

Gift Is Necessary

V/ith a view to avoiding reductiona in salaries, and in the 
aHotmenta to the needy, the City of Boston submitted three pro- 
pr?3l.i to the T.eECi''l'>'"'ire any one of which, if adopted would 

have provided funds necessary 



to me'-t the extraordinary con- 
ditions created as a consequence 
of continued industrial depres- 
sion. 

The first proposition pro- 
vided for an increase in the tax 
limit of $1, the adoption of 
which would have made possible 
the raising of the .$2,000,000 
necessary for the Public Wel- 
fare Dcpiirtment, the Soldiers' 
Relict Department, and the Old 
Age Assistance requirements. 
The commitfee to whom this 
measure wa.s referred saw fit 
to hold it in committee refusing 
to report the same and as a con- 
sequence the city was denied 
the authority necessary in order 
to raise the required amount. 
A second proposal, which 
had for its purpose the protection from act\ial starvation of the 
needy in every city and town in Massachusetts, provided for a 
bond issue of ,$20,000,000 to be issued for a period of five years' 
and to be amorti7.ed throu;;h the reven\ie received as a conse- 
quence from one and one-half to one and seven-eighths per cent 
Upon the income tax of those receiving in excess of 1^2500 
annually, and an increase from six per cent to .seven and one- 
half per cent upon intangibles. 
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HUNDREDS DO WORK WITHOUT PAY 



It was catimatf-d that in a period of five years the revenue, 
from these tv,-o measures would net approximately $22,000,000, 
er more than sufficient to meet sinking fund and interest require- 
ments upon the $20,000,000 bond, issue, and the Legislature in 
its wisdom, notwithstanding the fart that rity employes in many 
cities and towns in the Commonwealth have been without 
temuneration for their labor, in some c.^^c^ for weeks, in other 
cases for months, and that funds of private agencies are about 
depleted, and that Public Welfare funds are rapidly nearing 
the exhau.stion point; this measure was defeated by the 
Legislature. 

In 1013, with a view to making 1he cemetery department 
fcelf-sustaining, a fund waa started which at the beginning of 
1932 amounted to $1,200,000. The extraordinary situation con- 
fronting the city, in the opinion of municipal authorities, made 
It advisable to apply this fund in the amount of .'?500,000 for 
1932 and $500,000 for 1933 to meet Public Welfare requirements, 
md the Legislature in its wisdom defeated this measure of 
legislation.

Go Astray Don't 
Blame Postman 

Welfare Workers Tuck Bills 

Under Doors and in Mail 

Boxes 
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Have yoi' rerpivotl your poll tax bill? 
Tills Is r. quesuv.n that is likely to he 
uslced in many ncighymrhoods from now 
on, and especially at a time when the 
constahle calls with an invitation to pay 

or accompany him to jail. The bills 

240.000 of them — have supposedly neen 
delivered, not by the po.stman but by a 
large Ki'oup of the unemployod who ave 
asked to work four days a week for tlie 
money they receive from the Public Wel- 
fare Department. 

This method of delivering tax bills is 
not an experiment. Uncle Sam was ig- 
nored by the collecting: department under 
Mayor Peters in 1920 when the police 
were commissioned by Collector I'Vank 
S. Deland to make the distribution, and 
ilso durlnff the following year. \l that 
inie the $5 poll tax bill was Impo.seil, 
he State collecting from every poll iia- 
jessed tlirec dollar.s to provide funds tor 
hn jiayment by the Comm jnvvealUi i.f 
-he .$100 bonus to ex-service men. 

Tlic police did not reli.Hh the task of 
ringing door bfells and locating thou- 
sands of persons u'ho had moved from 
their former homes, especially in the 
tenement house sections wliere many 
languages .are spoken and heads of 
households are generally aw.iy at work. 
But, strange to .say, c(jmplaints of non 
receipt of bills were fewer than tori 
years. Such complaints as were received 
related ihlelly to the manner in which 
Ihi- hills were left for tli" a.«sc.sscd. Hun- 
dreds of them were found under the 
front door where they formed a mat for 
lodgers or in hallways which contained 
no letter boxes. 

I'ersons who protested at City Hall 
were told that failure to receive a hill 
was no excuse for non-pn.yment. In 
other words, while the law requireH a 
tax bill to he sent, failure to receive It 
does not Invalidate the legal right of 
the city to collect the amount due. Many 
persons attempt to fall back on the 
excuse that they never receiveil their 
bills and therefore r;annot be held respon-i 
sible, and it is true that in years previ-' 
ous to the police distribution tliousands 
of bills never reached the hands of those 
addrcs.scd. 

.'^inci" lli21, however, the city collector 
has sent out all bills by m;iil at an ex- 
pen.se tor jiostage appro.xuiuiting $10,000 
yeai-ly, This year Collector William M. 
.Mc.Morrow recommended to Mayor Curley 
th.-it welfares workers be emi)loyed to 
make the distribution, .and though the 
mayor .-(ented. on tin- aiipenl of eco- 
nomy, l(. was not at all certain that the 
work wovild be accomiilishcd as Ratisfao- 
torily ns hv mail, Toda; the collector 
repotted that, so far as he was able to 
J\idge, the Job had been completed with 
thorouKhnesH and rapidity.
